For instance if 
a high duty were imposed on foreign 
raisins it would only be puid in part by 
the consumers because of the fact that 
domestic competition is now eo strong 
that it would be impossible to add the 
duty to the selling price. The foreign 
grower would have to bear a largo pro- 
portion of the burden in order to meet 
the competition ol the American 
pro- 


ducer, and tho consumer would pay the 
balance. This effectively illustrates the 
advantage of tlie Kepublican system of 
levying duties on competitive articles. 
The protective system is maintained, 
while at the same time competition 
compels the foreigner to pay a portion 
of the tax in order to get into the 
market.
